now pursued the even tenor of its way, rising gradually in the estimation 


of the public, supported by its own paramount claims, until it has attained 


the high rank it at present so deservedly occupies among the numerous 
charities of our nation. It is far from my intention to impute blame to the 


- managers of any charitable institution for endeavouring to promote the ob- 


jects of the particular charity with which they are connected, in that manner 
which appears to them best calculated to effect that object ; but 1 do think 
that care should be taken in doing so, that no injury thereby accrues to 
any other charity, in consequence of which a class of distressed objects 
equally deserving may be deprived of the assistance of which they stand so 


much in need, Competition, which is so beneficial to the community in 


affairs of trade, cannot be otherwise than injurious In these matters. But, 
Sir, with reference to the most excellent institution | have mentioned, | 


would wish to put the public in possession of a few facts, in order that the . 


patronage which it has for so many years received, may not now be diverted 
to other channels, to the manifest injury of a class of objects the most 


wretched, whose unfortunate malady it is impossible to counterfeit, and 


therefore the most deserving in the power of benevolence to assist. 

It may perhaps not be uninte:esting to acquaint your readers, that this 
institution, established in 1819, was the first to break down a prejudice 
whichantil then existed between the charities of the Sephardim and Tedesco 


- congregations, no distinction being observed in this society, the managers 


consisting of members of both congregations, and the only qualification ne- 


cessary in the objects relieved being that they should be Jews and deprived 
ofsight. Since that period (1819), permanent relief has been afforded to 
about seventy individuals; and more may be seen groping their dreary way 


along our streets, but to whom the institution, unless assisted by the punblic 


on this occasion, cannot, for want of means, afford relief, although since its 
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establishment a sum amounting to nearly £10,000 has been expended. The 


annual amount received by the charity, arising from its funded property and 
subscriptions, falls short of the expenditure by aliost one third, the difference 
having hitherto been supplied from extrinsic sources, if I may be permitted 
tocallthem so, About twenty years since, the managers first conceived the. 
idea of adopting some mode by which an addition might be made to the funds 


of the charity, whereby the number ofits pensioners might be increased; and © 


not wishing to encroach on that adopted by other charities (viz. anniversary 


- dinners) they originated the plan of a steam-boat excursion, and for several 
_ years this entertainment was continued, to the pleasure of its partakers and the 
_ benefit of the charity, when other charities adopted the same mode, the result. 


being (as was anticipated) that all proved failures,and were consequently 
abandotied. The committee, however, still unwilling to come into contact 
with other charitable institutions, then established an anniversary ball, 
which has now been 2 source of considerable profit to the institution for the 


last eighteen years; has been honoured by the patronage and presence of the 


most influential of our community ; and has been the means of increasing 
the stipendiary allowance to its pensioners. They were not, nevertheless, 


allowed to proceed altogether unmolested. Within a year or two after the 


first ball another institution adopted for two seasons a similar mode, but 
without success, thus proving my first position, that more than one of this 
species of entertainment will not succeed. And thus the ball in aid of the 
Institution for the Relief of the Indigent Blind, being the only one, has 
gone on for several years until 1844, when a second ball was held for an- 


other Jewish institution, and, through great exertion, was a productive one. | 
_ This has led to its adoption by no less than four of our charities, although | 
it has been proved that the success of more than one, or at most two, is in — 


our limited community highly problematical, and no doubt in the present 
Instance the result will be, that all will be losers; the amusement itself (as 


in the case of the steam-boat excursion) fall into discredit ; and, what is of 
_ still greater importance, that institution which has been mainly supported 


by the proceeds of.a ball, after having added to its expenditure by the 
amalgamation. with itself of another charity paving Similar objects, will be 


materially if not irretrievably injured. 


Do not suppose, Sir, that Iam arguing without foundation. Already se- 
veral gentlemen, who last year co-operated in favour of the one institution, 
have withdrawn and divided their interest among the four, thus frittering 
away by division that which would be most powerful if united; and, if I 
have been rightly informed, some gentlemen, who even promised to become 
stewards at the last anniversary Ball of the Blind Institution, have joined 


each one of the other charity balls, thus creating a disunion and rivalry | 
which can have no other results than those I have predicted. | 


My object then, Sir, in addressing you is, first, to deprecate: that system 
of competition in charities which must lead to the injury of all; and, se- 


condly, to call upon the members of our community and the benevolent | 
generally to continue that support they have for the last eighteen years.ac- | 
corded to the Institution for the Relief of the Indigent Blind of our persua- | 


sion, Whereby such an amount of good has been effected, So much distress 
alleviated, and misery, which can only be imagined by those who fortunately 


are not labouring under the dreadful calamity, be by their exertions relieved. |}
